LEONARDO DA VINCI SAVES THE WEST 



If was on a Thursday morning that .Indian 
Agent Ben Webber heard the news. The Indians 
on the reservation had come to get their rations 
for the week. One of the redskins who had 
been to the mission school informed him of the 
event, 

"Chief Thunder Bird no longer here. He and 
five braves go away. There be big trouble 
soon." 

Ben Webber was intelligent enough to realize 
he had probably heard the understatement of 
the year.

The land will 
be ours once more." 

However only these five braves went with 
him: The rest of the Indians preferred to follow 
the sage advice of Big Wing. He had been to 
Washington and shown many things by 
the army, 

"They have big boats. Like house on house," 
he told the braves when he returned. "Steam 
comes from big pipe. It makes boat go. They 
have wagons. Big iron horse with smoke pulls 
the wagons.
